I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  Gravesend  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1962. 

During  the  year  under  review  there  was  no  serious  outbreak  of 
infectious  disease  and  the  health  of  our  residents  has,  on  the  whole, 
been  good.  The  importation  of  smallpox  into  the  country,  however 
served  to  remind  us  once  again  of  the  risks  to  which  we  are  exposed 
and  the  need  for  the  utmost  vigilance.  A great  deal  of  work  was  done 
in  finding  possible  contacts  and  keeping  them  under  supervision. 

The  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  Daniel  Desmond,  retired 
in  this  year,  and  I would  like  to  place  on  record  my  high  appreciation 
of  his  services.  His  place  was  filled  by  Dr.  G.  P.  Merson,  who  took 
up  his  duties  on  9th  August,  1962.  Mr.  B.  L.  M.  Clarke  commenced  his 
duties  as  District  Public  Health  Inspector  on  10th  December,  1962  and 
Mr.  B.  Gilmore  came  to  the  Department  as  pupil  Public  Health  Inspector 
on  5th  September,  1962. 

As  this  will  be  my  last  annual  report  I would  like  to  express 
my  gratitude  to  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support  over  the  years, 
and  I have  greatly  appreciated  the  cordial  relations  which  have  existed 
between  myself  and  my  successive  Chairmen.  My  thanks  are  also  due 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  his  Deputy  for  their  constant  co- 
operation. Finally,  I would  like  to  thank  all  my  staff  for  their  hard 
work  over  a very  long  period.

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CORPORATION  BATHING  POOL 


The  Open-air  Bathing  Pool  opened  in  1938  has  accommodation  for 
1, 200  bathers.  The  main  pool  is  150  feet  long  by  75  feet  wide  and  has 
two  shallow  areas  and  a diving  pit.  The  400,000  gallons  of  water  in 
the  pool  are  filtered,  aerated  and  sterilised.  Wide  surrounds  and 
large  areas  are  provided  for  sun-bathing,  whilst  a spectators'  terrace 
surrounds  the  site.  On  the  first  floor  of  the  building  a Cafe  and 
Spectators'  Gallery  are  provided,  affording  a splendid  view  of  the  whole 
site.  There  is  also  a Children’s  Paddling  Pool,  50  feet  by  50  feet, 
with  its  own  surround,  separated  from  the  main  pool  by  a terrace.

The  Health  Department  is  responsible  for  this  work  but  the  actual 
emptying  of  cesspools  is  carried  out  on  behalf  of  the  Department  by  the 
Borough  Engineer's  Department,  a combined  road  gully  and  cesspool  empty- 
ing machine  being  used  for  the  purpose. 

During  the  year  12,470  tons  of  sewage  were  removed,  requiring  926 
emptyings,  compared  with  10, 582  tons  requiring  874  emptyings  during  the 
previous  year. 

Pail  closets  are  still  used  at  2 dwelling  houses  in  the  Borough. 


HOUSE  AND  TRADE  REFUSE  REMOVAL  AND  DISPOSAL

Refuse  collected  during  the  year  amounted  to  13,807  tons,  com- 
pared with  13,500  tons  the  previous  year,  these  amounts  being  ascertained 
by  test  weighing.
